It Is 
a disorderly house within the mean- 
ing of the law If persons are permlt- 
tbd to gather there and gamble In 
violatton of law, however (iiiletly it 
may be done. Ihe facts show that 
the defendant's house was simply an 
establishment where people bet on 
the rise and fall of prices.

Last night a negro was arrested 
who had a pair of gold glasssa In hie 

pocket: He claimed they belonged 
to the "woman drowned off the Hen- 
rietta." Capiain SniMiners stated 
that .Miss Woodruff did not wear 
glasses and did not have'a pair to 
his certain knowledge.
